I am speaking to you on how to be filled with the Holy 
Spirit. First of all I mentioned God’s ‘Tequirement of prevail- 


ing prayer. 


“If ye then, being evil, know how to give good 
gifts unto your children: how much more shall your 
heavenly Father give the Holy Spirit to them that ask 


him ?’’—Luke 11:13. 


When you reag the context of 
this verse of Scripture you will 
see that it is not talking about 
the indwelling of the Spirit. Ev- 
ery Christian now has the in- 
dwelling - of the Spirit. This 
verse is talking about the fullness 
of the Spirit for soul-winning 
power. In the preceding verses 
Jesus said: 

“Which of you shall have a 
friend, and shall go unto him at 
midnight, and say unto him, 
Friend, lend me three loaves; For

If a son shall ask bread of any 


of you that is a father, will he 
give him a stene? or if he ask a 
fish, will he for a fish give him 
a serpent? Or if he shall ask an 
egg, will he offer him a scor- 
pion ?”’

God gives the Holy Spirit in 
soul-winning power to “them that 
ask him.” I do not claim to know 
much Greek, but if the verb ask 
had been in the aorist tense, then 
Jesus woulq have been saying, 
*-, «. how much more shall your 
heavenly Father give the Holy 
Spirit to them that ask Him one 
time.” However, as I’ remember, 
it is not in the aorist, but in the 
simple present, and that transla- 
tion ‘means. ‘. « « how much more 


{shall your Heavenly Father give 
‘the Holy Spirit to them that keep 


on asking.” 
Put this. down, then: prevailing 


prayer is a condition for the full-4 ges 


ness of the Spirit. 

“I’m afraid that, is fanaticism,” 
somebody says. Maybe it is; but 
if so you cannot have the power 
of the Spirit without fanaticism. 


Regardless of what we call it, it| 


takes waiting on God to have re- 
vival and soul-winning power. 
At Pentecost the Disciples 

Were Spirit-Filled in An- 

swer to Prayer

The second is in 
verse 6: “Who will render te 
every man according to his deeds.” 
The third is in verse 11: “For there 
is no respect of persons with God.” 
And the fourth is in verse 16% 
“. . . in the day when God shall 
judge the secrets of men by Jesus 
Christ according to my gospel.” 

Judgment for the ungodly is 
certain, is fixed, is unchangeable; 
for remember, friend of mine, “It 
is. appointed unto men once te 
die. but after this the judgment,” 
“because he hath appointed a day, 
in which he will judge the world 
in righteousness by that. man 
whom he hath ordained; whereof

The new radio station, KTIS, 
owned and operated by the North- 
western Schools, is now in full 
swing. It is a non-commercial 
Christian station, 900 on the dial, 


cperating with 1,000 watts. It 
has' been heard three hundred 
miles away but normally fully 
covers an area within 125 miles of 
Minneapolis. Through the school 
year the student body raised an 
average of $1,000 a week to build 
this radio station! And that was 
besides offerings averaging about 
$600 a week for missions. Main- 
tenance of the station must come 
from gifts since it is a non- 
commercial station and does not 
sell time. 

y God’s mercy we expect this 
great progress to continue under 
the strong leadership of Dr. Billy 
Graham, the presidest' and the 
workers gathered around him who 
cooperate so loyally and sacrifi- 
cially. . 
The President’s Report 

The report of the Interim Presi- 
dent, Dr. Billy Graham, was the 
great highlight of the conference. 
Dr. Graham had worked out a 
plan whereby he could execute 
the responsibilities of the office of 
president and yet carry on his 
widespread evangelistic work and 
his connection with Youth for 
Christ as International Vice- 
President. 

To let you catch a glimpse of 
the strong leadership of Dr. Gra- 
ham ang the bedrock of good 
Christian principle on which the 
school is conducted, I want to, 
quote from the president’s report. 
Here are some of Dr. Graham’s 
statements of principles. 

“During this past year we have 
taken to heart this new motto of 
ours, “Knowledge on Fire.’ We 
have been trying to teach our 
young people that one of the 
can ever 
learn is how to live. We teach 
Science, we teach literature, we 
teach all the academic subjects, 
but we also teach students how to 
live. We do not tolerate slovenly 
work in the classroom. We do 
not let young people skim over 
the job here and get away with it. 
We want them to study hard and 
do a good job, not for just what 
they are going to learn in books, 
but we believe that in so doing we 
are building their characters. But 
with all the knowledge through 
academic subjects that we are 
cramming into their heads, and 
the character that we are putting 
into their backbones, we are ask- 
ing God the Holy Spirit to set it 
on fire. We believe the greatest 
need in the Christian work of the 


hour is evangelism. We do not 


t;

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believe the world will ever be 
evangelized until the church gets 
on fire for Christ. Therefore we 
have this year emphasized a burn- 
ing passion for the souls of men. 
We have had one chapel speaker 
after another to testify that’ there 
is nothing like it in America, that 
there is something electric, some- 
thing different here on North- 
western’s campus. If you could 
have been nere during the Mis- 
sionary Conference, you 
have seen this flame as it seared 
its way into hundreds of lives and 
scores made decisions. to go to 
the foreign fields with the glorious 
gospel of Christ. We believegthat 
our student body is literally on 
fire. 


“And another thing we are try- 
ing to teach young people is that 
they must obey the rules. We are 
not insisting on obedience to our 
rules in order to just get them 
obeyed, but we believe that in 
doing So We are producing Chris- 
tian leaders and characters who 
will be able to stand up under the’ 
chaotic conditions and be worth- 
while in our modern world. We 
are not trying to produce great 
scholars here, though we _ trust 
some are scholars, but primarily we 
are trying to produce great Chris- 
tian leaders. The world heeds 
Christian leadership. Those train- 
ing men for leadership in the 
military world say—and it is right 
in line with what the Bible teaches 
—that all leaders have td learn to 
cbhey. The fundamental thing, 
the essential thing in training for 
leadership is to learn obedience. 
We believe that if young people 
can’t take it on the chin, if they 
can't obey the rules here, they 
will never be a leader. The Devil’s 
philosophy is, ‘Do as you please. 
God’s philosophy is, ‘Do what you 
are told to do.’ The Apostle Paul 
said, ‘I put my body under.’ We 
are told in the Scripture, ‘To obey 
is better than — sacrifice.’ The 
whole modern world is wrecked 
because of disobedience. The sin- 
ful, hellish philosophy that has 
destroyed America is built upon 
the philosophy of. disobedience. 
We are insisting that if young 
people stay here, they are going 
to obey the rules. The rules in 
this school are made to be kept. 
I have told the Deans to send 
students home who won’t obey. 
Dr. Riley held to this course, and 
we are not changing. 

“Another thing we have insist- 
ed on is loyalty. I believe that 
one .of the greatest lessons that 
needs tod be learned in Christian 
circles today is loyalty: loyalty to 
the institution, loyalty to the 
cause, loyalty to the God-anoint- 
ed leadership. We have put in 


‘some stiff’ rhbles om loyalty, and 


we mean them to be kept. Dis- 
loyalty will not be tolerated in 
this institution on the part of fac- 
ulty, staff or students. We will 
not be a divided school. We move 
here in a mass, That does not 
mean that we agree about every 
policy or method or program. It 
does not mean that we are a 
bunch of nonentities. But we are 
all rallying around a truth, a pur- 
pose ang a program. We will not 


; a 
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tolerate division in our faculty. 
The faculties of many of the col- 
leges I know in America today are 
divided. In most universities and 
colleges the teachers knife one 
another, they backbite, they criti- 
cize one another, they are jealous 
of one another. Sometimes they 
despise one another. We will not 
have it here. We will eliminate 
any person, no matter if he be a 


Dean, faculty member, staff mem- 
ber, or student who is disloyal, 
backbiting and _ critical. United 
we stand; divided we fall. That 
is the reason we have put in our 
new rules that no destructive criti- 
cism is tolerated. Gripers are 
not welcome here. Any pérson 
connected with this school can 
walk into the President’s office, 
the Deans’ office, the Business 
fanager’s office, and say, ‘I’d like 
to ask you about something,’ or 
‘There is something I would like 
to suggest.’ The youngest _ stu- 
Gent in this school will get the 
same hearing as the President of 
the student body. The rights and 
liberties of the humblest student 
in this school will be protected. 
But we will not tolerate this de- 
structive criticism that has ruined 
so much of God’s work down 
through the years! 

“Publicly and privately you 
know the doctrines for which we 
stand without compromise. We 
stand exactly where W. B. Riley 
stood. I shall not go into detail. 
I could preach a sermon on that 
alone, but I will not take the time 
here. Every faculty and_ staff 
member must sign each year our 
statement of faith which includes 
all the great cardinal doctrines. 
We will not tolerate liberalism or 
modernism, and we will not com- 
promise on any issue in which 
this school stands so firmly en- 
trenched. | 

“I believe I can say without 
contradiction that the students, 
faculty and staff are united as 
never before. I do not believe 
there is a happier student-faculty 
relationship anywhere in the world. 
It is marvelous in our eyes. We 
are deeply grateful for all the 
things that He has done for us 
during the past year.” 

We believe that with that kind 
of a program, parents gan trust 
their children to Northwestern and 
that Christian stewards can safe- 
ly devote part of the Lord’s 
money to the work of the North- 
western Schools. Let me say, I 
thank Gqg for Billy Graham and I 
believe God has raised him up for 
this hour.

I said, “Wait a minute, She has 
already named all the others; I 
am the only one left.

“Well,” I said, “I remember 
now. When I was four years old

When I went back to Decatur, 
Texas, I said to my dad, “I read a 
letter -the other day which Mama 
wrote more than twenty years ago. 
In it she called me her preacher 
boy. Tell me about it.” 

“Yes, Son, your mother was so 
glad when you, her'second child, 
was a boy so he, could be a 
preacher. We gave you to God 
and asked Him to 
preacher. She always called you 
her preacher boy.” 

‘Well, Dad, why didn’t you tell 
me ?” 

“We wanted Gog to tell you,” he 
said. And you can be sure that I 
heard the voice of the Lord pretty 
soon after that! 

Just when I was first filled with 
the Holy Spirit, I do not know. 
I know that when I was four years 
old my heart burned as I heard the 
Christmas story—how there was 
no room in the inn for Jesus. How 
my heart burned as I thought, 
“What a wicked, wicked world not 
to have any room for Jesus!” We 
had a trundle bed which my little 
sister, Gertrude, and I slept in. In 
the daytime it was folded up and 
rolled under the big bed. Jesus 
did not have any bed! 

When I was five years old we 
children would gather around and 
I would cry as people sang the old 
songs: “Shall We Gather at the 
River?” and, “Turned Away From 
the Beautiful Gate,” and others. 
When people asked me why I 
was crying, I would not know, 

But perhaps because of my 
mother’s long praying God back 
yonder filled me with the Holy 
Spirit. Do not misunderstand me; 
I am not intimating that one 
filling is enough for anybody. I 
know that I have long been crying, 
praying, waiting on God. In some 
sense I have had to seek God with 
all my heart. What I am saying 
is that you may pray for others 
until the Spirit of God comes upon 
them in power. Or you may help 
others pray until the Spirit wit 
come upon you,

On the certainty ang the 
fact of the bodily resurrection of 
Christ from among the dead, we 
gay to you with certainty that the 
judgment day is ahead. 

Time will permit today to speak 
only briefly on the first of these 
four basic principles of future 
judgment, the one found in verse 
2. Let me read it to you again: 
“But we are sure that the, judg- 
ment of God is according to truth 
against them which commit such 
things.” 

The Certainty of Judgment 

Verses 3-5 are an explanation, 
an enlargment, of verse 2. The 
thought of verse 3 is that there is 
No escape from judgment: “And 
thinkest thou this, O man, that 
judgest them which do such things. 
and doest the same, that thou 


shall we escape, if we neglect so 
great salvation?” (Heb. 2:3). 
There is no escape unless you es- 
cape through Christ who is 
“the way, the truth and the life.” 
So I ask you to come now and 
kneel at the feet of the Lord and 
let Him wash you from your sin 
so that you may escape the cer- 
tain judgment of God against 
sin. 

Man may escape punishment 
for offense against society here 
by some failure in legal proce- 
dures or technicality. But let me 
say to you today that God’s laws 
are fixed, that they are unchange- 
able. His eyes as flaming fire, 
searching, penetrating, revealing, 
will uncover all sin; and He will 
judge in truth. In that day there 
will be no alibis, no excuses, no 
hedgings, no passing of responsi- 
bility. There will be no escape! 
God will judge in truth and every

For Jesus it meant thirty home- 
Sick years away from Heaven, 
thirty years of humiljation in the 
form of a servant. It meant spit 
in His face. It meant railings and 
accusations and scorn. It meant 
betrayal by one of His friends, It 
meant to be forsaken by the whole 


being cast to the wild beasts at 
Ephesus, being shipwrecked at 
sea, being hated by the Jews, 
being imprisoned, being stoned 
and left for dead. You want the 
same power Paul had but you 
want it to be easy. You want it 
without any sweat and tears and 
cryfhg.

Having Experienced a Good 
Feeling Does Not Prove 


You Are Saved 

The third foundation of sang is 
the foundation of experience. I 
am going to get in a little deep 
‘water now; some of you are not 
going to come up if you do not 
watch. A lot of people depend on 
an experience, but it is a founda- 
tion of. sand. Oh, how the Devil 
Ask church members 
if they are Christians and not 
you a Scriptural answer. Ask a 
person why he believes*he is saved 
and in most cases he will tell you 
everything except the right thing. 
We trust people are better fixed 
up in their hearts than they are in 
their heads. The only thing on 
earth that you can safely base 
your hope of Heaven on is the 
shed blood of Christ; simply that, 
nothing more, nothing less. Yet 
if I caught you unawares and 


likely you would not point to 
Jesus on the cross, likely you 
would not tell me about the shed 
blood of Christ. You would tell me 
about an experience. 

Down South we have what we 
eall “experience meetings.” Peo- 
ple stand up and tell how happy 
they felt when they got saved. 
That is good, but hear me now! 
Don’t you trust in an experience 
for salvation! * Don’t you depend 
on any experience you ever had 
or éver expect to have to keep you 
out of Hell! The Scripture does 
not tell us that without an experi- 
ence there is no remission of sin. 
It tells us that “without shedding 
of blood is no remission” (Heb. 
9:22). 

Now follow me carefully: salva- 
tion is an experience, a conscious 
experience. Nobody has it un- 
consciously. Somebody says, “Peo- 
ple may unconsciously trust 
Christ.” Not on your bottom 
dollar! There is no such thing as 
unconscious faith. But now wait 
a minute: while salvation is an 
experience, experience is _ not 
necessarily salvation. You cannot 


experience, but you can have an 
experience without having salva- 
tion. 

I am not going to trust some 
way I felt one time. I can tell 
you about my experience, but I 
am not going to do it because you 
might be trying to have and 
experience and go on to Hell. I 
want you to trust Christ. God may 
not give you an experience like 
mine, but He will save you with 
the samé everlasting salvation if 
you will do what He says: put 
your faith in Christ’s dying for 
your sins. 

I remind you that the Devil is a 
deceiver. He is awfully ‘good 
about giving pepple experiences. 
You get an old sinner who is want- 
ing to be saved down at the altar, 
and you may be sure that some- 
body else is there, too. The Devil 
is there. And if he can, he will 
sidetrack that sinner and get him 
to do anything but put his faith 
entirely in Christ. The Devil can 
give experiences. You had better 
not depend on an experience! 

Salvation produces. feeling, but 
feeling is not salvation. Brother, 
if you really believed you needed 
a Saviour and then really trusted 
Him, you would feel mighty good.

Listen to me now! Multitudes 
who believe they are saved are not 
Saved at all. Jesus said so. I 
mentioned first the fact that peo- 
ple depend on answered prayer 
as proof that they are saved. 
That is not enough! Multitudes 
depend on the fact that they have 
made a public profession of faith 
and have done some good deeds. 
That is not enough! Multitudes 
depend on an experience they have 
had. Many of them feel awfully 
good; some of them shout, maybe. 
Some of them cry—angd I like to 
see it. But some of them feel 
bad the next day and think they 
are lost. And they are, if all 
they' had was their feelings. Oh, 


tion than a feeling! Christ will 
never leave me, but my feelings 
will vary. 


Serving God From Fear Does 
Not Prove Salvation 

Now I come to the fourth foun- 
dation of sand, the foundation of 
fear. If you are serving God only 
because you are afraid of Him, 
you are not saved, you have a 
foundation of sand. Before you 
Were saved you were driven by 
fear. You came to a hiding place, 
a refuge——Christ Himself—and got 
under the blood where there was 
protection. When that happened 
and God saved you, changed you, 
one of the things He did for you 
was to make you love Jesus. 

I preach to people who would 
go to picture shows if they were 
not afraid that if they did God 
would send them to Hell. Miulti- 
tudes of people to whom I preach 
go to church—not because they 
want to, not because they love to, 
not because they love the Lord 
Jesus Christ, but because they are 
afraid that if they do not they 
will go to Hell. 

Fear about salvation should not 
be a part of the make-up of the 
child of God. Listen to me, if 
you are saved, you are not under 
the law. Therefore, you need not 
fear the law. You love Him who 
redeemed you, brought you back 
If you 
are saved you have beeh made a 
son of God, and this new relation 
gives you a new motive. Under 
the law you were a guilty sinner. 
You were condemned by the law. 
Your motive in coming to Christ 
was the motive of fear. You did 
not want to go to Hell, and the 
preacher told you that the only 
way to escape Hell was by trust- 
ing Christ. That was right. Out 
of fear, feeling the weight and 
guilt and condemnation of the 
holy law of God, you came and 
trusted Christ. But now you are 
saved and Romans 8:15 says of 
you, “For ye have not received 
the spirit of bondage again to 
fear; but ye have received the 
Spirit of adoption, whereby we 
cry, Abba, Father.” The motive 
of love is produced in the heart 
of the believing sinner. 

Second Corinthians 5:14 says, 
‘The love of Christ constraineth 
us.” It does not say that it ought 
to constrain us. It says that it 
does constrain us.. Listen, the 
Saviour gaid in John 14:15, “If 
ye love me, keep my command- 
ments.” The Saviour does not 
say, “If you do not love me, I 
will send you to Hell.” The Saviour 
does not say,, “If you are afraid 


commandments.” The Saviour 
does not say, “If you think it will 
help you to get to Heaven, keep 
My commandments.” The Saviour 
says, “If ye love me, keep My 
commandments.” Listen to me, 
the Christian loves Jesus because 
Jesus shed his blood to pay for 
his sins, If the Lord has for- 
given you of your sins, you will 
love Him. If you do not love 
Him, He has not forgiven you of 
your sins. 

If there is a child of the church 
listening to my voice tonight and 
you think you are saved, listen to 
Brother Barnard: the one charac- 
teristic of the new birth, the 
characteristic that nobody on top- 
side of God’s earth has except a 
Christian, is that characteristic of 


honestly loving the Lord Jesus. 


People in heathen lands come and 
pray—not to their good gods but 


to Hell. 


Sole 


Catholicism is a religion of fear. 
Many people go to mass—why? 
Often because they believe that if 
they do not they will go to Hell. 
Some people obey the church— 
why? Often because they be- 
lieve that if they do not, they 
will go to Hell. Oh, listen to me: 
a false foundation, a foundation 


of sand, a foundation that you had 
better not depend on, is the foun- 
dation of fear! 

Somebody says, “If I believed 
that I would live like the Devil.” 
Oh, no! Jesus says, “If a man 
love me, he will keep my words” 
(John 14:23). First John 3:1-3 
tells us: “Behold, what manner 
of love the Father hath bestowed 
upon us, that we should be called 
the sons of God; therefore the 
world knoweth us not, because it 
knew him not. Beloved, now are 
we the sons of God, and it doeth 
not yet appear what we shall be: 
but we know that, when he shall 
appear, we shall be like him; for 
we shall see him as he is. And 
every man that hath this hope in 
him purifieth himself, even as he 
is pure.” 

I believe that I could so sin 
against my heavenly Father to- 
morrow as to be put out of the 
ministry, be put on the shelf. I 
am afraid of that. But I am not 
afraid that my God will send me 
I am not going to Hell. 
I am afraid of what sin can do. 
I am meaner than you folks, but 
before you criticize me too much 
you ought to come and look insfde 
my heart and know the hours of 
misery and sorrow and anguish 


| I have when sin enters in and the 


heavens are cold and God will not 
have anything te do with me. I 
tell you sin will rob you of your 
fellowship with God, and I am 
afraid of that. But I am not 
afraid God is going to send me 
to Hell, and I am not preaching 
because I am trying to get to 
Heaven. I do not give a little 
money now and then in order to 
get to Heaven. I will do what 
little I can, but God thirteen years 
ago saved me and put His love 
in my heart. I love Him a little 
bit; I wish I loved Him more, 

Do Not Trust Anything for 
Salvation That Leaves You 
Without a Heart That 
Longs to Please God 

Last, a foundation of sand that 
you cannot affoergd to trust and 
that will not stand is any founda- 
tion that does not provide this 
new heart and this motive I am 
talking about. Please do not 
tell me when you had an experi- 
ence. Please do not tell me about 
something that happened twenty 
years ago. Tell me: do you have 
a nature that makes you miserable 
when you are wrong with God 
and makes your life a little heaven 
on earth when you are conscious 
that His smile is on you? That is 
Christianity, and any foundation 
that you have had that did not 
result in that new nature is a 
false foundation, and you _ will 
land in Hell if you depend on it. 

My message is nearly done, It 
remains to ask ang answer simply 
this question: What, then, is the 
way of escape? I have said that 
church members ought to listen 
to this message, and I repeat it. 
I have remindeg you that Jesus 
said the yast majority of people 
who believe they are saved are 
honest but deceived and that one 
day when they face Him they will 
find it out. Won't that be a ter- 
rible time to fing it out? Hadn't 
you, better find it out now while 
there is a chance of escape? 
Wouldn’t the wise man rather 
find out his condition before it is 
too late? 


But One Who Honestiv Trusts 
Christ for Salvation Has It 
What else must ] say, then? 
I must tell you the only thing you 
can depend on. I have told you 
five things you cannot depend on. 
People do, but to their own dam- 
nation. You cannot depend on 
answered prayer. You cannot de- 
pend on a profession and good 
works. You cannot depend on an 
experience. You cannot depend 
on trying to follow God. You can- 
not depend on a profession that 
does not result in a new birth. 
But you can depend on Jesus 
Christ’s dying for your sins. God 
help me if I ever preach a sermon
